SHIPMASTERS’ AND MATES’ ASSO- 
CIATIONS. 
To the Editor of the “‘ Catna Mat.” 
Hongkong, July 25. 

Sir,—I am glad to see the local press 
directing the attention of our seafaring 
men to tho action of their brethron in 
Singapore, and trust the hint to yo and do 
likewise will be taken. Having had aome- 
thing to do with the formation of ‘the 
“Shipmastera’ Aasociation” iu Shanghai, 
‘and boing 'so_a inember of an ‘' Officers’ 
Association,” I can bear witness to the 
good effected by these institutions, especially 
the latter, which has created an esprit de 
corps most valuable to the profession. 
Besides: providing instruction and amuse- 
ment, it has also placed a check on the 
unruly members, who will now think twice 
before incurring the censure of the body by 
acting i a manner enlculated to bring dis- 
credit on the profession, a3 they know 
that such censure will act asa bar to em- 
ployment. Shanghai can now challenge 
tho Eust to produco a moro, sober, trust- 
worthy, intelligent body of Shipmasters, 
Officers, and Engineers than are te be found 
in those who make the ‘‘Mudel Settle- 
ment” their head quarters. 

The Associations disclaim all Trades 
Uniun tendencies und have thy counten- 
ance, sympathy, and support of the ship- 
owners and the public generally. The 


manner in which the “Enyincers’ Institute” 
hus been conducted, is beyond all praise and 
must bo very gratifying to its originators. 

Here in Hongkong we have but few 
masters and officors who make the Port 
their head quarters, and here we have no 
slack season, when steamers are laid up 
for repair, enabling the men to meet and 
exchange ideas, ‘evertheless, I believe 
there is spirit.enough in the few ‘to follow 
the example recently’ seb then, taking the 
Brod of the - profession saa’ watchword. 

e know: that seafuring people as a rule 
are a body of honest, intelligent, noble- 
hearted'“inen who represent the skill and 
daving of their respective countries, and we 
know that Great Britain without her ships 
and her -sailgrs: would bo but a cypher 
among nations.
